Wits incredible Pains have I endeavour'd to 
copy the feveral Beauties of the antient and modern 
Fitflorians; the impartial Temper of Herodotus ;

cydides, the extenjive Knowledge of Xenophon, 
the Sublimity and Grandeur of Vitus Livius, and 
to avoid the carelefs Style of Polybius. JI have 
borrowed confiderable Ornaments from Dionifius 
Halicarnafleus and Diodorus Siculus.

All this while Join 
had conn’d over fuch a Catalegue of hard Words, 
as were enough to conjure up the Devil; thefe 
he ufed to babble indifferently in all Companies, 
efpecially at Coffee-houfes; fo that his Neigh- 
bour Tradefmen began to fhun his Company as 
a Man that was crack’d. Inttead of the Affairs 
of Blackwell-Hall, and Price cof Broad-cloth, 
Wool, and Bayfes, he talks of nothing but 4érons 
upon the Cafe, Returns, Captas, Alias capias, De- 
murrers, Venire facias, Replevins, Superfedeas’s, 
Certiorart’s, Writs of Error, Actions of Trover 
and Converfion, Trefpaffes, Precipes & Dedimus: 
This was matter of Jeft to the Learned in 
Law; however Hocus, and the reft of the Tribe, 
encourag’d ohn in his Fancy, affuring him, that 
he had a great Genius for Law; That they 
queftion’d not but in time, he might raife Money 
enough by it to reimburfe him of all his Charges ;

“© from fuch a foul-mouth’d Scoundrel as he; 
his Doétrine tends only to make Hufbands . 
Tyrants, and Wives Slaves; muft we be fhut 
up, and Hufbands left to their Liberty? Very 
pretty indeed ! a Wife muft never go abroad with 
a Platonick to fee a Play ora Ball; fhe muft 
s¢ never ftir without her Hufband; nor walk in 
“© Spring-Garden with a Coufin. I do fay, Huf- 

band, and I will ftand by it, That without the 
innocent Freedoms of Life, Matrimony would 
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“© be a molt intolerable State; and thata Wife’s - 
ss Virtue ought to be the Refult of her own 
‘6 Reafon, and not of her Hufhand’s Govern- 
‘© ment; for my part, I would fcorn a Hufband. 
«© that would be jealous, if he faw a Fellow 
‘ a-bed with me.” All this while ‘obn’s Blood 
boil’d in his Veins: he was now confirm’d in all 
_ his Sufpicions; Jade, Bitch and Whore werethe 
beft Words that ‘Fohba gave her. Things went 
ftom better to worfe, till Mrs. Bull aim’d a 
Knife at Sohn, tho’ ‘fobn threw a Bottle at her 
Head very brutally indeed: And after this there 
was nothing but Confufion; Bottles, Glaffes,’ 
Spoons, Plates, Knives, Forks, and Difhes flew 
about like Duft; the Refult of which was, *° That 
Mrs. Bull receiv’d a Bruife in her Right-fide,.

W HEN ohn firft brought out the Bills, the

in Fobn’s Shop. Fees to Judges, puny Judges, 
Clerks, Prothonotaries, Philizers, Chirographers, 
Under-clerks, Proclamators, Counfel, Witnefles, 
Jury-men, Marthalls, Tipftaffs, Cryers, Porters ; 
for Enrollings, Exemplifications, Bails, Vouchers, 
Returns, Caveats, Examinations , Filings of 
Words, Entries Declarations, Replications, Re- 
cordats, Nolle Profegui’s, Certiorari’s, Mittimus’s 
Demurrers, Special Verdiéts, Informations, Scire 
Facias, Superfedeas, Habeas Corpus, Coach-hire, 
Treating of Witnefles, &¢.

Ay but Hufband, 
you have paid for every Syllable and Letter of 
—«‘Bhefe fine Words ; blefs me, what immenfe Sums 
Gre at the bottom of the Accompt ! Fobn {pent 
feveral Weeks in looking over his Bills, and by 
comparing and ftating his Accompts, he dif- 
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covered, that, befides the Extravagance of every

brought all the reft of the Tradefmen upon Foba: 
"Squire South {wore he was betray’d, that he 
would ftarve before he compounded; Frog faid 
he washighly wrong’d; evenlying Ned the Chim- 
ney-fweeper, and Jom the Duftman complain’d, 
that their Intereft was facrific’d; the Lawyers, 
Sollicitors, Hews and his Clerks were all up in 
Arms, atthe News of the Compofition; * they 
abus’d him and his Wife moft fhamefully, ** You 
_ © filly, aukward, ill-bred, Country-Sow, (quoth 

“© one) have you no more Manners than to rail 
at Focus, that has fav’d that Clod-pated, Num- 
fsul?d Ninny-hammer of yours from Ruin, 
end all his Family? it is well known how he 
has rofe early and fat up late tomake him eafy, 
“ when he was fotting at every Ale-houle tn 
“¢ Town. I knew his laft Wite, fhe was a 
Woman of Breeding, good Humour, and 
Complaifance, knew how to live in the World: 
As for you, you look like a Puppet mov’d by 
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“© Clock-work; your Cloaths hang upon you, as 
“* they were upon Tenter-hooks, and you come 
** info a Room as you were going to fteal away 
** a Pifs-pot; get you gone into the Country to 
«© look afier your Mother’s Poultry, to milk the 
*¢ Cows, churn the Butter, and drefs up Nofe- 
“© gays tor a Holy-day, and meddle not with 
“© Matters that you know no more of, than the 
s¢ Sign-poft betoresyour Door: It is well known 
“© that Hocus has an eftablifh’d Reputation, he 
‘© never fwore an Oath, nor told a Lie inall his 
& Life: He is grateful to his Benefactors, faith- 
** ful to his Friends, liberal to his Dependants, 
** and dutiful to his Superiors ; he valucs not 
“© your Money more than the Duft under his 
‘© Feet, but he hates to be abus’d: Once for all, 
“Mrs. Mynx, leave of talking of Hocus, or I 
“¢ will pull out thefe Saucer Eyes of yours, and 
“S*make that reditrcak Country Face look as raw 
‘as an Ox Check upon a Eutcher’s Stall; re- 
*‘ member, I fay, that there zre Pillories and

CHAP. XIII. 


"Mrs, Bulls Vindication of the indifpenfable 


Duty of Cuckoldom, incumbent upon 
Wives, in cafe of the Tyranny, Infidelity, or 
Infufficiency of Hufbands: Being a full 
Anfwer to the Doctor’s Sermon againft 
, Adultery. * ; 


O HN found daily frefh Proofs of the Infide- 

lity and bad Defigns of his deceas’d Wife ; 
amongft other Things, one Day looking over his 
Cabinet, he found the following Paper. 


ie is evident that Matrimony is founded upon 
an original Contraé?, whereby the Wife makes 
me an Tories Reprefentation of the Speeches at Sacheverel’a 
TiBde ; 
over 
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over the Right fhe has by the Law of Nature 
to the Concubitus vagus, in favour of the Huf- 
band ; by which he acquires the Property of all 
her Pofterity. But then the Obligation is mutual: . 
And where the Contraét is broken on one Side, 
it ceafes to bind on the other. Where there is 
a Right, there muft be a Power to maintain it, 
and to punifh the offending Party. This Power 
I affirm to be that Original Right, or rather 
that indifpenfable Duty of Cuckoldom, lodg’d 
in all Wives, inthe Cafesabove-mentioned. No 
Wife is bound by any Law to which her-felf has 
not confented: All Oeconomical Government is 
lodg’d originally in the Hufband and Wife, the 
executive Part being in the Hufband, both have 
their Privileges fecur’d to them by Law and 
Reafon ; but will any Man infer from the Huf- 
band’s being invefted with the executive Power, 
that the Wife is depriv’d of her Share, and that 
which is the principal Branch of it, the original 
Right of Cuckoldom? and that fhe has no Re- 
medy left but Preces & Lacryma, or an Appeal 
toa fupreme Court of Judicature? Nolefs frivo- 
lous are the Arguments that are drawn from 
the general Appellations and Terms of Hufband 
and Wife: A Hufband denotes feveral different 
Sorts of Magiftracy, according to the Ufages and 
Cuftoms of different Climatesand Countries. In 
fome Eaftern Nations it fignifiesa Tyrant, with 
the abfolute Power of Lifeand Death: In Turkey 
it denotes an Arbitrary Governor, with Power 
of perpetual Imprifonment: In /a/y it gives the 
Hufband the Power of Poifon and Padlocks: 2 
the 
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the Countries of England, France and Holland, it 
has a quite different Meaning, implying a free 
and equal Government, fecuring to the Wife, in 
certain Cafes the Liberty of Cuckoldom, and 
the Property of Pin-money, and feparate Main- 
tenance.. So that the Arguments drawn from the 
Terms of Hufband and Wife are fallacious, and 
by no means fit to fupport a tyrannical Dodtrine, 
as that of abfolute unlimited Chaftity, and con- 
jugal F LaCHEY 


THe general Exhortations to Chaftity in 
Wives are meant only for Rules in ordinary Ca- 
fes, but they naturally fuppofe the three Con- 
ditions of Ability, Juftice and Fidelity in the 
Hufband ; fuch an unlimited, uncondition’d Fide- 
lity in the Wife could never be fuppos’d by rea- 
fonable Men; it feems a Reflection upon the 
~Ch-——ch, to charge her with Dottrines that 
€ountenance Oppreflion. 


Tuis Doctrine of the original Richt of Cuck- 
‘oldom is congruous to the Law of Nature, which 
is fuperiour to all human Laws, and for that I 
dare appealto all Wives: It is much to the Hon- 
our of our Engli/h Wives, that they have never 
given up that fundamental Point; and that tho’ 
in former Ages they were muffled up in Darknefs 
and Superftition, yet that Notion feem’d engra- 
ven on their Minds, and the Impreffion fo ftrongs 
that nothing could impair it. 


To 
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To affert the [legality of Cuckoldom, upon 
any Pretence whatfoever, were to caft odious 
Colours upon the married State, to blacken the 
neceflary Means of perpetuating Families: Such 
Laws can never be fuppos’d to have been defign'’d 
to defeat the very End of Matrimony, the Pro- 
pagation of Mankind. I call them neceflary 
Means, for in many Cafes what other Means are 
left? Such a Doctrine wounds the Honour of 
Families, unfettlesthe Titles to Kingdoms, Ho- 
nours and Eftates; for if the Actions from which 
fuch Settlements fpring were illegal, all that is 
built upon them muft be fo too; but the laf 


- is abfurd, therefore the firft muft be fo likewife. 
' What isthe Caufe that Europe groans, at prefent, 


under the heavy Load of a cruel and expenfive 
War, but the tyrannical Cuftom of a ccrtain 
Nation, and the fcrupulous Nicety of a filly 


*  Quean, in not exercifing this indi:penfable Duty 


of Cuckoldom, whereby the Kingdom might have 
had an Heir, andacontroverted Succeffion might 
have been avoided? Thefe are the Eifects of the 
narrow Maxims of your Clergy, That one muff - 
not do Evil, that Good may come of it. 


Tue Affertors of this indefeafible Right, and 
‘fus Divinum of Mairimony, do allin their Hearts 
favour Gallants, and the Pretcnders to married 
Women; for if the true legal Foundation of the 
miarried State be once fapp’d, and inftead thereof 
tyrannical Maxims introduc’d, what muft follow 
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but Elopements, inftead of fecret and peaceable 
Cuckoldom ? | 


From all that has been faid, one may clearly 
perceive the Abfurdity of the Doétrine of this 
feditious, difcontented, hot-headed, ungifted, un- 
edifying Preacher, aflerting, Tat the Grand Se- 
curity of the matrimonial State, and the Pillar 
upon whith it ftands, is founded upon the Wife's 
Belief of an abfelute unconditional Fidelity to the 
Hufband’s Bed : By which bold Affertion he ftrikes 
at the Root, digs the Foundation, and removes 
the Bafis upon which the Happinefs of a married 
State is built. As for his perfonal Reflections, I 


would gladly know who are thofe Wanton Wives - 


he {peaks of ? who are thofe Ladies of high 
Stations, that he fo boldly traducesin his Sermon? 
Tt is pretty plain who thefe Afperfions are aim’d 
at, for which he deferves the Pillory or fomething 
worfe. 


In Confirmation of this Doétrine of the in- 
difpenfable Duty of Cuckoldom, I could bring 
the Example of the wifeft Wives in all Ages, 
who by thefe Means have preferv’d their Huf- 
band’s Families from Ruin and Oblivion, by 
want of Pofterity ; but what has been faid, is a 
fufficient Ground for punifhing this pragmatical 
Parfon. 


| CHAP, 
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CHAP. XIV. 


The two great Parties of Wives, the* PEO 
| to’s and toe Hitts. 


HE Doétrine of unlimited Chaftity and Fi- 
delity in Wives, wasuniverfally efpous’d by 

_ all Hufbands; who went about the Country, and 
made the Wives figi¢Papere, fignifying their utter 
Deteftation and Abhorrence of Mrs. Bull's wicked 
Dodétrine of the indifpenfable Duty of Cuckol- 
dom. Someyielded, others refufed to part with 
their native Liberty ; which gave rife to two great 
Parties amongft the Wives, the Devoto’s and the 
Hiitts. Tho’ it muft be own’d, the Diftinction 
Was more nominal than real; for the Devoto's 
would abufe Freedoms fometimes ; and thofe 
who were diftinguifh’d by the Name of Hits, 
were often very honeft. At the fame time there 
was an ingenious Treatife came out, with the 

~ Title of Good Advice to Hufbands; in which 
they are counfell’d not to truft too much to their 
Wives owning the Dodétrine of unlimited conju- 
gal Fidelity, and foto neglect Family Duty, and 
a due Watchfulnefs over the Manners of their 


a Thofe who were for and againft the DoGtrine of Nonre- 
Sftance.

Why muft the reft of the Tradefmen 
be not only indemnify’d from Charges, but for- 
bid to go on with their own Bufineis, and what 
Is more their Concern than mine? As to holding 
out this Term, I appeal to your own Confcience, 
has not that been your conftant Difcourfe thefe 
Six Years, One Term mere, and old Lewis goes ta 
pot. If thouart fo fond of my Caule, be gene- 
rous for once, and Jend mea brace of Thoufands. 
Ah Hocus!) Hocus! I know thee, not a Sous to 
fave me from Gaol, I trow. Look ye, Gentle- 
men, Ihaveliv’d with Creditin the World, and it 
grieves my Heart, never to ftir out of mv Doors, 
but to be pull’d by the Sleeve by fome ratcally 
Dun or other: Sir, Remember my Bill: There's a 
fmall Concern of a Thoufand Pouids, Thzpe you 
think on’t, Sir. And tohave thef2 Ulurcrs tranf- 
act my Debts at Coffee-Houfes and Alc-Houles, 
asif were going tobreak up Shop. Lord! that 
ever the rich, the generous, ‘/ehn Bull, Clothier, 
the Envy of all his Neighbours, fhould be broucghe 
to compound his Debts for Five Shillings in the 
Pound; and to have his Name in an Advertifc- 
ment for a Statute of Bankrupt. The Thoucht 
of it makes me mad. I have read fomewhere 
in the Apocrypha, “That one fhould not cenjult 
with a Woman touching her of whim fhe ts jea- 
lous; nor with a Merchant concerning Exchange ;

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Reckoning for all that Proceeding. Inthe mean 
time, Gentlemen, I beg you will let me into my 
Affairs alittle, and that you would not grudge me 
the fmall Remainder of a very great Eftate.

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¥ HE World is much indebted to the 
t i famous Sir Humphry Pole/worth, for 
S31 his ingenious and impartial Account 
EVA I of Sohn Bull’s Law-Suit; yet there 
is juft caufe of Complaint againtt him, 
in that he retales it only by Parcels, and won't 
give us the whole Work: This forces me, who 
am only the Publifher, to befpeak the Afliftance 
of his Friends and Acquaintance to engage him 
to lay afide that ftingy Humour, and gratify the 
Curiofity of the Publick at once.

Her Furniture was neat and genteel, well- 
fancy’d with a bon Gouft. As fhe affected not the 
Grandeur of a State with a Canopy, fhe thought 
there was no Offence in an Elbow-Chair: the 
had laid afide your Carving, Gilding and Japan

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Work, as being too apt to gather Dirt; but flie 
never could be prevailed upon to part with plain 
Wainfcot and clean Hangings. ‘There are fome 
Ladies that affect to {mella Stink in every Thing ; 
they are always highly Perfum’d, and continually 
burning Frankincenfe in their Rooms; fhe was 
above fuch' Affectation, yet fhe never would 
lay afide the Ufe of Brooms aud Scrubbing- 
Brufhes, and fcrupled not to Jay her Linen in 
frcfh Lavender. 


SHE was no lefs genteel in her Behaviour, 
well-bred, without Affectation, in the due Mean 
between one of your affected curt’fying Pieces of 
Formality, and your Romps that have no Regard 
to the common Rules of Civility. There are 
fome Ladies that affect a mighty Regard for their 
Relations; We muft not eat to Day, for my Uncle 
Tom, or my Coufin Betty dy’d this Time ten Years. 
Let’s have a Ball to Night, it is my Neighbour 
fuch-a-one’s Birth-day ; fhe look’d upon all this 
as Grimace; yet fhe conftantly obferved her 
Hufband’s Birth-day, her Wedding-day, and fome 
few more, : 

Tuo’ fhe was a truly good Woman, and had 
a fincere mctherly Love for her Son John, yet 
there wanted not thofe who endeavour’d to create 
a Mifunderftanding between them, and they had 
fo far prevail’d with him once, that he turn’d her 
out of Doors, to his great Sorrow, as he found 
afterwards, for his Affairs went all at Sixes and 
Sevens,

SHE was no lefs judicious in the Turn of her 
Converfation and Choice of her Studies, in which 
fhe far exceeded all her Sex; your Rakes that 
hate the Company of all fober, grave Gentlewo- 
men, would bear hers; and fhe would, by her 
handfome Manner of proceeding, fooner reclaim 
than fome that were more fowre and referved; 
fhe was a zealous Preacher up of Chaftity, and 
Conjugal Fidelity in Wives, and by no means a 
Friend to the new-fangled Do€trine of the Jndi/- 
penfable Duty of Cuckoldom: Tho’ fhe advanc’d 
her Opinions with a becoming Aflurance, yet fhe 
never ufher’d them in as fome pofitive Creatures 
will do, with dogmatical Ailertions, Z:5 7s infal- 
lible ; I cannot be miflaken ; none but a Rogue can 
deny it. It has been obferv’d that fuch People 
are oftner in the Wrong than any-body.

I thought I 
could not fay lefs of ‘ohn Bull’s Mother, becaufe 
fhe Lears a part in the following Tranfactions.

OHN had a Sifter, a poor Girl that had been 

ftarv’d at Nurfe; any Body would have 
guefs’d Mifs to have been bred up under the In- 
fluence of a cruel Step-Dame, and ‘Zohn to be 
the Fondling of a tender Mother. ‘Zohn look’d 
ruddy and plump, with a pair of Cheeks like a 
Trumpeter; Mifs look’d pale and wan, as if fhe 
had the Green-Sicknefs; and no wonder, for 
‘fobn was the Darling, he had all the good Bits, 
was cramm’d with good Pullet, Chicken, Pig, 
Goofe and Capon, while Mifs had only a little 
Oatmeal and Water, ora dry Cruft without Butter.

Mifs 
lodg’d.in a Garret, expos’d to the North Wind, 
which fhrivel’d her Countenance ; however, this 
Ufage, tho’ it ftunted the Girl in her Growth, 
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eave her a hardy Conftitution; fhe had Life and 
Spirit in abundance, and knew when fhe was ill 
ufed: Now and then fhe would feize upon ‘Fohn’s 
Commons, fnatch a Leg of a Pullet, ora bit of 
good Beef, for which they were fure to go to Fifti- 
cuffs. Mafter was indeed too ftrong for her, but 
Mifs would not yield in the leaft Point, but ev’n 
when Mafter had got her down, fhe would 
f{cratch and bite like a Tyger; when he gave her 
a Cuff onthe Ear, fhe would prick him with her 
Knitting-Needle: ‘ohn brought a great Chain 
one Day to tye her to the Bed-poft, for which 
Affront Mifs aim’d a Pen-knife at his Heart. In 
fhort, thefe Quarrels grew up to rooted Aveifions, 
they gave one another Nick-names, fhe call’d him 
Gundy-guts, and he call’d her Lou/y Peg; though 
the Girl was a tight clever Wench as any was, 
and through her pale Looks, you might difcern 
Spirit and Vivacity, which made her not, indeed, 
a perfect Beauty, but fomething that was agree- 
able.

Of the Three 
Brothers that have made fuch a Clutter in the 
World, Lord Peter, Martin and Fack; Fack had 
of late been her Inclinations ; Lord Peter the de- 
tefted; nor did Martin ftand much better in her 
good Graces, but Yack had found the Way to 
her Heart. I have often admir’d what Charms 
fhe difcover’d in that aukward Booby, till I talk’d 
with a Perfon that was acquainted with the In- 
trigue, who gave me the following Account of

He invented a Way 
of coming into a Room backwards, which he 
faid fhew’d more Humility, and lefs Affectation : 
Where other People ftood, he fat; where they 
fat, he ftood ; when he went to Court, he us’d 
to kick away the State, and fit down by his Prince, 
Cheek by Jole: Confound thefe States (fays he) 
they are a mouern Invention: When he fpoke to 
his Prirce, he always .turn’d his Br---ch upon 
him: If he was advis’d to faft for his Health, he 
would cat Roait-beef; if he was allow’d a more 
plentiful Diet, then he would be fure, that Day, 
to live upon Water-gruel; he would cry at a 
Wedding, laugh and make Jefts at a Funcral. 


TE was no lefs fingular in his Opinions; you 
would bave burit vour Sides to hear him talk of 
Politicks: *** All Government (fays he) is 


a Abfolute Predeftisnticn and Repicb.tio.

‘© ments; decent Executions keep the World in 
‘s Awe; for that Reafon, the Majcrity of Man- , 
‘s kind ought to be hang’d every Year. For 
‘s Example, I fuppofe, the Maziftrate oucht to 
6¢ pafs an irreverfible Sentence upon all Blue- ey'd 
6 Children from the Cradle; but that there may 
“© be fome Shew of Juftice in this Proceeding, 

‘6 thefe Children ought to be train’d up bv 

‘© Matters appointed for that Purpofe, to all Sorts 
<< of Villany; that they may deferve their Fate, 
“6 and the Execution of them may ferve as an 
“© Object of Terror to the reft-of Mankind. ”’ 
As to the giving of Pardons, he had this fingulzr 
Method, * That when thefe Wretches had the 
Rope about their Necks, it fhould be enquired, 
who believ’d they fhould be hanged, and who 
not?

Cups, which he repents when he is fober ;

Sweat of their Brows; light come, light go, 
he.cares not a Farthing. But why fhould I 
ftand Surety for his Contracts; the little I 
have is free, andI can callit myawn; Hame’s 
hame, be it never fo hamely. I ken him welk 
enough, he could never abide me, and when 
he has his Ends he’ll e’en ufe me as he did be- 
fore; I’m fure I fhall be treated like a@ poor 
Drudge; I fhall be fet to tend the Bairns, 
darn the Hofe, and mend the Linen. ‘Then 
there’s no living with that old Carline his 
Mother; fhe rails at Zack, and “fack’s an 
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<¢ honefter Man than any of her Kin: I fhall be 
¢ plagu’d with her Spells and her Pater-nofters, 
© and filly old-world Ceremonies ; I mun never 
«¢ pare my Nails on a Friday, nor begina Journey 
“6 on Childermas-day; and I mun ftand becking 
<< and binging, as I gang out and into the Hall. 
‘ Tell him he may e’en gan his get, I'll have 
* nothing to do with him, Pll ftay like the poor 
«s Country Moufe, in my awn Habitation.”’ So 
Peg talk’d; but for all that, by the Interpofition 
of good Friends, and by many a bonny Thing 
that was fent, and many more that were promis’d 
Peg, the Matter was concluded, and Peg * taken

Frog and I were overa Bottle making 
up an old Quarrel, the old Fellow would needs 
have us drink a Bottle of his Champagne, and fo 
one after another, till my Friend Nic. and I, not 
being ufed to fuch heady Stuff, got bloody 
drunk. Lewis all the while, either by the 
Strength of his Brain, or flinching his Glafs, kept

I were ftill hot-headed; we told him his Mafter 
was an old doating Puppy, that minded nothing 
of his own Bufinefs; that we were: furveying his 
Eftate, and fettling it for him, ftrnce he wouid 
not do it himfelf. Upon this there happen’d a 
Quarrel, but we being ftranger than they, fent 
them away with a Flea in their Ear. They went 
home, and told their Mafter, A7y Lord (fay they) 
there are three odd Sort of Fellows going about 
your Grounds with the ftrangeft Machines that

Frog, that 
was my Father’s Kitchin-boy, he pretend to meddle 
with my Eftate! with my Will! Ah poor Strutt, 
what art thou come to at laff?

Countenance: That the faid Timothy Trim be- 
ing taken into the Family, clap’d their Miftrefe’s 
Livery over his own tatter’d Coat: That the faid 
Timothy was extremely officious about their 
Miftrefs’s Perfon, endeavouring by Flattery and 
‘Tale-bearing, to fet her againft the reft of the 
Servants: No body was fo ready to fetch any 
thing that was wanted, or reach what was dropt.

No fooner had he utter’d thefe Words, but 
like a Man of true Courage, he ty’d the fatal 
Cord to the Beam, fitted the Noofe, and mounted

Notwithftanding thefe his publick Cares, inthe 
eleventh Chapter he informs us he did not negh& 
bis ufual Occupations as a Handy-craft/man. 


SHOES, faith be, did I make, (and,-if intreated, 
mend) with good Approbation. Facesalfo did I 
fhave, and I clipt the Hair. Chirurgery alfo I 
practis’d in the Worming of Dogs ; but to bleed 
adventur’d I not, except the Poor.. Upon this my 
twofold Profeffion, there pafs’d among pleafant 
Men amerry Tale, delectable enough to be re- 
hears’d : Howthat being overtaken with Liquor one 
Saturday Evening, I fhav’d the Prieft with Spanish 
Blacking for Shoes, inftead of a Wath-ball, and 
with Lamp-Black powder’d his Perriwig. But 
thefe were Sayings of Men, delighting in their 
own Conceits more than in the Truth. For it is 
well known, that great was my Care and Skill in 

all thefe my. Crafts; yea, I once had the Honour 
of trimming Sir Tomas himfelf, without fetch- 
ing Blood. Furthermore, I was fought unto to 
geld the Lady Frances her Spaniel, which was 
wont to goaftray. He wascalled Jody, that is to 
May, Tobias.

HE Author in his Preface, makes fome very 
TL judicious Reflections upon the Original of 
Arts and Sciences: That at firft they confift of 
{catter’d Theorems and Praétices, which are hand- 
ed about amongft the Mafters, and only reveal’d 
to the Filti Artis, till fuch time as fome great Ge- 
nius appears, whocolleéts thefe disjointed Propo- 
fitions, and reduces them into a regular Syftem. 
That this is the Cafe of thatnoble and ufeful Art of 
Political Lying, which in this laft Age having been 
enrich’d with feveral new Difcoveries, ought not 
to Jie any longer in Rubbifh and Confufion, but 
~ may juitly claim a Place in the Encyclopedia, 
efpecially fuch as ferves for a Model of Education 
for an able Politician. ‘That he propofes to him- 
felf no fmall Stock of Fame in future Ages, in 
being the firft who has undertaken this Defign ; 
and for the fame Reafon he hopes the, Imper- 
fection of his Work will be excufed. He invites 
all Perfons whehave any Talent that way, or any 
new Difcovery, tocommunicate their Thoughts, 

: afluring 
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affuring them that honourable Mention fhall be 
made of them in his Work. 


Lhe Firft Volume confifts of Eleven Chapters. 


In the Firj? Chapter of his excellent Treatife, 
he reafons Philofophically concerning the Nature 
of the Soul cf Man, and thofe Qualities which 
render it futceptible of Zres. He fuppofes the 
Soul to be of the Nature of a Plano-Cylindrical 
Speculum, or Looking-glafs; that the plain Side 
was made by God Almighty, but that the Devil 
afterwards wroucht the other Side into a Cylin- 
drical Figure. The plain Side reprefents Odjedts 
juft as they are; and. the Cylindrical Side, by the 
Rules of Catoptricks, muft needs reprefent true 
Objeis‘falfe, and falfe Objects true: But the 
Cylindrical Side being much the /arger Surface, 
takes in a greater Compa/fs of vifual Rays. That 
upon the Cylindrical Side of the Soul of Man, 
depends the whole Art and Succefs of Po/'tical 
Lying. ‘The Author, in this Chapter, proceeds to 
reafon upon the Qualities of the Mind: As its pe- 
culiar Fondnefs of the AZalicious and the Miracu- 
jous. The Tendency of the Soul towards the 
Malicious, fprings from Self-love, or a Pleafure 
to find Mankind more wicked, bafe, or unfor- 
tunate, than ourfelves. The Defizn of the Afira- 
culous, proceeds from the Inactivity of the Soul, 
or its Incapacity to be moved or delighted with 
any thing that is vulgar or common. The Au- 
thor having eftablifh’d the Qualities of the Mind, 
upon which his Art is founded, he proceeds, 
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IN his Second Chapter, to treat of the Nature 
of Political Lying; which he defines to be, The 
Art of convincing the People of Salutary Falfhoods, 
for fome good End. He calls it an Art, to di- 
ftincuifh it from that of telling Truth, which 
does not feem to want Art; but then he would 
have this underftood only as to the /nvent:on, be- 
caufe there is indeed more 4rt neceflary to con- 
vince the People of a Sa/utary Truth, than a 
Salutary Falfhood. Then he proceeds to prove, 
that there are Salutary Falfhoods, of which he 
rives a great many Inftances, both before and 

after the Revolution; and demonftrates plainly, 
— that we could not have carried on the War fo 
long, without feveral of thofe Sa/utary Falfhoods. 
Fle gives Rules to calculate the Value of a Poll- 
t:cal Lye, in Pounds, Shillings, and Pence. By 
Good, he does not mean that which is abfolutely: 
fo, but what appears fo to the Artift, which is a 
fuffcient Ground for him to proceed upon; and 
he diftinguifhes the Good, as it commonly is, into 
Bonum utile, dulce &§ honeflum. He thews you, 
that there are Politscal Lyes of a mix’d Nature, 
which include all the Tree in different Refpects:. 
That the Utile reigns generally about the Ex- 
change, the Dulce and Honeflum at the We/tmin- 
| filer End of the Town. One Man fpreads a Lye 
ta fell or buy Stock to greater Advantage; 4 
fecond, becaufe it is honourable to ferve his Party ; 
and a third, becaufe it is fweet to gratify his Re- 
venge. Having explain’d the feveral Terms of 
his Definition, he proceeds, , 

, | N 
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In his 74rd Chapter, to treat of the Lawful | 
ne/s of Political Lying ; which he deduces from 
jts true and genuine Principles, by enquiring into 
the feveral Rights that Mankind have to Truth, 
He fhews, that the People havea Richt to privute 
Truth from their Neighbours, and @cenomical 
Truth from their own Family, that they fhould 
not be abufed by their Wives, Children, and 
Servants ; but that they have no Right at all to 
Political Truth : That the People may as well all 
pretend to be Lords of Manors, and pollefs great 
Eftates, as to have Truth told them in Matters of 
Government. The Author with great Judz- 
ment, ftates the feveral Shares of Mankind inthis 
Matter of Truth, according to their feveral Ca- 
pacities, Dignities, and Profefions ; and fhews 
you, that Children have hardly any Sharc at all 4 
in confequence of which, they have very feldom 
any Truth told them. It mutt be own ’d, that 
the Author, in this Chapter, has fome feeming 
Difficulties toanfwerandexplainTexts of Scripture. 


THe Fourth Chapter i is wholly employed in 
this Queftion, Whether the Right of Coinage of 
Political Lyes be wholly tn the Government? The 
Author, who is a true Friend to Exg/i/) Liberty, 
determines in the Negative, and anfwers all the 
Arguments of the oppofite Party with creat Acute- 
nefs: That as the Government of England has a 
Mixture of Democratical in it, fo the Right of 
inventing and fpreading Poltical Lyes, is partly itr 
the Peoples and their obftinate Adherence to this: 

“bh. juft 
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juft Privilege has been moft confpicuous, and 
fhin’d with great Luittre, of lafe Years: That it 
happens very often, that there are no other Means 
left to the good People of Exgland, to pull down 
a Miniftry and Government they are weary of, 
but by exercifing this their undoubted Richt: 
That abundance of Political Lying is a fure Sign 
of true Englifh Liberty: That as Minifters do 
foMetimes ufe Tools to fupport their Power, it 
is but reafonable that the People fhould imploy 
the fame Weapon to defend themfelves, and pull 
them down. : a 


In his Fifth Chapter, he divides Political Lyes 
into feveral Spectes and Claffes, and gives Precepts 
about the /nventing, Spreading, and Propagating 
the feveral Sorts of them: He begins with the 
“Rumores, and Libelli famofi, fach as.concern the 
Reputation of Men in Power: where he finds 
Fault with the common Miftake, that takes No- 
tice only of one Sort, wiz. The Detradory or De- 
famatory, whereas in truth there are three Sorts, 
the Detraégfory, the Additory, and the Tranflatory. 
The Additory gives to.a great Man a larger Share 
of Reputation than belongs to him, to enable 
him to ferve fome good End or Purpofe. The 
Detragtary or Defamatory, is a Lye which takes 
from aGreat Man the Reputation that juftly be- 
longs to him, for fear he fhould ufe it to the 
Detriment of the Publick. The Tranflatory isa 
Lye that transfers the Merit of a Man’s good 
Action to another who is in himfelf more de- 
- ferving ; or, transfers the Demerit of abad Action 
; | from 
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from the true Author, to a Perfon who is in 
himfelf lefsdeferving. He gives feveral Inftances 
- of very great Strokes in all the Three Kinds, 
efpecially in the laft, when it wasneceflary for the 
Good of the Publick to beftow the Valour and 
Conduét of ome Man upon another, and that of 
many to one Man; nay, even, upon a good Oc- 
cafion, a Man may be robb’d of his Victory by 
a Perfon that did not command in the Aétion. 
The reftoring and deftroying the Publick, may: 
be afcrib’d to Perfons who had no hand in either. 
The Author exhorts all Gentlemen Pra€titioners 
to exercife themfelves in the Trau/flatory, becauie 
the Ewxi/fence of the Things themfelves being vi- 
fible, and not demanding any Proof, there wants 
nothing to be put upon the Publick, but a fale 
Author, or a falfe Caufe ; which is no great 
Prefumption upon the Credulity of Mankind, to 
whom the fecret Springs of Things are for the 
moft part unknown. 


Tue Author proceeds to give fome Precepts 
as to the Avditory : That when one afcribes any 
thing to a Perfon which does not belong to him, 
the Lye ought to be calculated not quite contra- 
dictory to hisknown Qualities: For example, cne 
would not make the French King prefent at a Pro- 
teftant Conventicle ; nor, like Queen Elizabeth, 
reftore the Overplus of Taxes to her Subjects. 
One would not bring in the Emperor giving two 
Months Pay in Advance to his Troops; nor the 
Dutch paying more than their Quota. One would. 


not make the fame Perfon zealous fora Standing 
L 5 7 Army 
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Army and Publick Liberty ; nor an Atheift fup- 
port the Church ; nor a lewd Fellowa Reformer 
of Manners; nor a hot-headed, crack-brain’d 
Coxcomb forward for a Scheme of Moderation. 
But if it is abfolutely neceflary that a Perfon is to 
have fome good adventitious Quality given him, 
the Author’s Precept is, that it fhould not be done 
at firft in extremo gradu. For example; They 
fhould not make a covetous Man give away all at 
once five thoufand Pounds in a charitable gene- 
rous Way; twenty or thirty Pounds may fuffice 
at firft. They fhould not introduce a Perfon of 
remarkable Ingratitude to his Benefactors, reward 
ing a poor Man for fome good Office -that was 
done him thirty Years ago ; but they may allow 
him to acknowledge a Service to a Perfon, who 
je capable itill to do him another. A Man whofe 
perfonal Courage is fufpeéted, is not at firft to 
drive whole Squadrons before him; but he may 
be altow’d the Merit of fome Squabble, or throw- 
ing a Bottle at his Adverfary’s Head. 


Ir will not be allow’d, to make agreat Man, 
that isa kKnowu Deipifer of Religion, {pend whole 
Days in his Clofet at his Devotion; but you may 
with Safety make him fit out publick Prayers 
with Decency. A great Man, who has never 
been known willingly to pay a juft Debt, ought 
not all of a fudden to be introduc’d making Re- 
{titution of Thoufands he has cheated ; let it 
fuffice at firft, to pay Twenty Pounds toa Friend 
who has loft his Note. 


Hr 
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He lays down the fame Rules in the Detraéfory _ 
or Defamatory Kis.d ; that they fhould not be 
quite oppofite to the Qualities the Perfons are fup- 
pos’d to have. Thus it will not be found accord- 
ing to the found Rules of P/eudology, to report of 
a pious and religious Prince, that he neglects his 
Devotion, and would introduce Herefy ; but you 
may report of a merciful Prince, that he has par- 
don’d a Criminal who did not deferve it. You 
will be unfuccefsful, if you give out of a great 
Man, who is remarkable for his Frugality for the 
Publick, that he fquanders away the Nation’s 
Money ; but you may fafely relate that he hoards. 


it: You muft not affirm he took a Bribe ; but 


you may freely cenfure him for being tardy in 
his Payments ; becaufe though neither may be 
true, yet the laft is credible, the firft not. Of 
an open-hearted generous Miniiter you are not to 


fay, that he was in an Intrigue to betray his 
‘Country ; but you may affirm, with fome Pro- 


bability, that he was in an Intrigue with a Lady. 
He warnsall Practitioners to take good heed to 
thefe Precepts ; for wantof which, many of their 
Lyes of late have prov’d abortive or fhort-liv’d. 


In the Szxth Chapter he treats of the Miracu- 
fous; by which he underftands any thing that’ex- 
ceeds the common Degrees of Probability. In 
refpect of the People it is divided into two Sorts, 
the wz DeCeegv, OF the m Ivmocides, Terrifying Lyes, 
and Animating or Encouraging Lyes, both being 


extremely ufeful on their proper Occafions. Con- 
: | 6. cerning 
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ceming the w @oeggr, he gives feveral Rules ; 
one of which is, that terrible Objects fhould not 
be too frequently fhewn to the People, left they 
grow familiar. He fays, it is abfolutely neceflary 
that the People of Exgland fhould be frighted 
with the French King and the Pretender once a 
Year; but that the Bears fhould be chain’d up 
again till that Time T'welvemonth. The want 
of obferving this foneceflary a Precept, in bring- 
ing out the Raw-head and Bloody-bones upon every 
trifling Occafion, has produc’d great Indifference 
inthe Vulgarof late Years. As to the Animating 
or Encouraging Lyes, he gives the following Rules; _ 
that they fhould not far exceed the common De- 
grees of Probability; that there fhould be Variety 
of them ; and the fame Lye not obftinately infifted 
upon : That the Promiflory or Prognofticating 
Lyes fhould not be upon hort Days, for fear the 
Authors fhould have the Shame and Confufion 
to fee themiclves fpeedily contradi@ted. He ex- 
amines by thefe Rules, that well-meant, but un- 
fortunate Lye, of the Congue/t of France, which 
continued near twenty Years together ; but at laf 
by being too obitinately infifled upon, it was worn . 
threadbare, and became unfuccefsful. 


As tothe o seegradesy. arene Prodigious,:he has 
Jitite to advife, but that their Comets, Whales, 
and Dragons fhould be /rzadie; their Storms, 
‘Tempetts, and Earthquakes, without the Reach 
of a Day’s Journey of a Man and a Harfe. 


THE 
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Tue Seventh Chapter is wholly taken up in an 
Enquiry, Which of the two Parties arc the greateft 
Artifts in Political Lying. He owns that fome- 
times the one Party, and fometimes the other, is 
better believ’d, but that they have both very great 
Genius’s among ft them. He attributes the il] Suc- 
cefs of. either Party to their elutting the Market, 
and retailing too much of a bad Commodity ar 
once : When there is too great a Quantity of 
Worms, it is hard to catch Gudgeons. He pro- 
pofes a Scheme for the Recovery of the Credit 
of any Party, which indeed feems to be fome- 
what chimerical, and does not favour of that 
found Judgment the Author has fhewn in the reft 
of the Work. Itamounts to this, that the Party 
fhould agree to vent nothing but Truth for three 
Months together, which will give them Credit for 
fix Months Lying afterwards. He owns, that he 
believes it almoft impoffible to find fit Perfons to 
‘execute this Scheme. Towards the End of the 
Chapter, he inveighs feverely againft the Folly of 
Parties, in retaining Scoundrels and Men of low 
‘Genius’s to retail their Lyes; fuch as moft of the 
prefent News-Writers are, who, except a ftrong 
Bent and Inclination towards the Profeflion, feem 
‘to be wholly ignorant in the Rules of P/eudslogy, 
and not at all qualify’d for fo weighty a Truft. 


In his next,Chapter he treats of fome extra- 
ordinary Genius’s who have appear’d of late Years, 
-efpecially in their Difpofition towards the A/ira- 
tulous. He advifes thofe hopeful young Men to 

turn 
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turn their Invention to the Service of their Coun- 
try, it being inglorious, at this Time, to employ 
their Talent in prodigious Fox-Chafes, Horfe- 
Courfes, Feats of Activity in driving of Coaches, 
jumping, running, fwallowing of Peaches, pulling 
out whole Sets of Teeth to clean, &c. when their 
Country ftands fo much in need of their Affiftance. 


T ne Eighth Chapter isa Project for uniting the 
feveral fmaller Corporations of Lyars into one 
Society. It is too tedious to give a full Account 
of the whole Scheme; what is moft remarkable 
is, That this Society ought to conéift of the Heads 
of each Party:: That no Lye is to pafs current 
without their Approbation, they being the beft 
Judges of the prefent Exigences, and what Sort 
of Lyes are demanded : That in fuch a Corpora- 
tion there ought tobe Men of all Profeffions, that 
the «2 zptwev, and the ze evasyer, that is, Decency 
and Probability, may be obferv’d as much as pofft- 
ble : That befides the Perfons above-mention’d, 
this Society ought to confift of the hopeful Ge- 
nius’s about the ‘Town, (of which there are 
great Plenty to be pick’d up in the feveral 
Coffee-Houfes) Travellers, Virtuofo’s, Fox- 
hunters, Jockies, Attornies, old Seamen and Sol- 
diers out of the Hofpitals of Greenwich and 
Chelfea : To this Society,. foconftituted ought to 
be committed the fole Management of Lying : 
That in their outer Room there ought always to 
attend fome Perfons endow’d with a great Stock of 
Credulity, a Generation that thrives mightily in 
"this Soil and Climate ; He thinksa fufficient Num- 

| | "ber 
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ber of them may be: pick’d up any where about 


- the Exchange: Thefe are to cfrculate what the 


ether coin ; for no Man fpreads a Lye with fo 
good a Grace as he that believes it: That the Rule 
of the Society be to invent a Lye, and fometimes 
two, for every Day; in the Choice of which, 
great Regard ought tobe had to the Weather, and 
the Seafon of the Year: Your Qocseg, or Terrify- 
ing Lyes, do mighty well in November and Decem- - 
ber, but not fo well in May and Fune, unlefs the 
eafterly Winds reign: That it ought to be Penal, 
for any body to talk of any thing but the Lye of 
the Day: That the Society isto maintain a fuffi- 
cient Number of Spies at Court, and other Places, 
to furnifh Hints and Topicks for Invention; and 
a general Correfpondence of all the Market- Towns. 
for circulating their Lyes: That if any one of the 
Society were obferv’d to blufh, or look out of 
Countenance, or want a neceflary Circumftance 
in telling the Lye, he ought to be expell’d, and 
declar’d incapable: Befides the roaring Lves, there 
ought to be a private Committee for Whifpers, 
conftituted of the ableft Men of the Society. Here 
the Author makes a Digreflion in Praite of the 
Whig-Party, for the right Underftanding and Ufe 
of Proof-Lyes. A Proof: Lye is like a Proof. Crarge 
for a Piece of Ordnance, to try a Standard Cre- 
dulity. Of fuch a Nature he takes Tranfub.tan- 
tiation to-be in the Church of Rome, a Proof- 
Article, which if any one fwallows, they are fure - 
he will digeft every thing elfe: Therefore the Vhig- 
Party do wifely, to try the Credulity of the Peo- 
ple fometimes by Swingers, that they may be able 
to 
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to judze to what Height they may charge them 
afterwards. “Towards the End of this Chapter, 
he warns the Heads of Parties againft believing 
their own Lyes, which has prov’d of pernicious 
Confequence of late, both a wife Party, and a wife 
Nation having regulated their Affairs upon Lyes of 
theirown Invention. The Caufes of this he fup- 
pofes to be too great a Zealand Intenfenefs in the 
Practice of this 4r¢, and a vehement Heat in mu- 
tual Converfation, whereby they perfuade one an- 
other, that what they wifh, and report to be true, 
is really fo: That all Parties have been fubjeét to 
this Misfortune: ‘The ‘facobites have been con- 
ftantly infefted with it; but the Wigs of late 
feem ev’n to exceed them in this ill Habit and 
Weaknefs. To this Chapter the Author fubjoins 
a Calendar of Lyes, proper for the feveral Months 
of the Year. 


Tue Ninth Chapter treats of the Celerity and 
Duration of Lyes. As tothe Celerity of their Mo- 
tion, the Author fays it is almoft incredible: He 
gives feveral Inftances of Lyes that have gone fafter 
than a Man can ride Poft: Your Terrifying Lyes 
travel at a prodigious Rate, above ten Miles an 
Hour; your /Vh1/pers move in a narrow Vortex, 
but very fwiftly. The Author fays it is impoffible 
to explain feveral Phanomena in relation to the 
Celerity of Lyes, without the Suppofition of Syz- 
chronifm and Combination. As to the Duration of 
Lyes, he fays they are of all Sorts, from Hours 
and Days to Ages ; that there are fome, which, 
like Infeéts, die and revive again in a different 

Form ; 
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Form; that good Artifts, like People who build 
upon a fhort Leafe, will calculate the Duration of a 
Lye furely to anfwer their purpofe; to laft juftas 
long, and no longer, than the Turn is ferv’d. 


THe Tenth Chapter treats of the Characteri- 
fticks of Lyes; how to know, when, where, and 
by whom invented ? Your Dutch, Englifb, and 
French Ware are amply diftinzuifhed from one an- 
other; an Exchange-Lye from one coin’d at the 
other End of the Town: Great Judgment isto be 
fhewn as to the Place where the Species is intend- 
ed to circulate: Very low and bafe Coin will ferve 
for Vapping : There are feveral Coffee-houfes that _ 
have their particular Stamps, which a judicious 
Practitioner may eafily know. Allyour great Men 
have their proper Phantateu/fticks. ‘The Author 
fays he has attain’d, ‘by Study and Application, to 
fo great Skill in this Matter, that bring him any 
Lye, he can tell whofe Image it bears fo truly, as 
the Great Man himfelf fhall not have the Face to 
deny it. The Promiffory Lyes of Great Men are 
known by fhouldering, hugging, fqueezing, {mi- 
ling, bowing ; and their Lyes in Matter of Fact, 
by immoderate Swearing. «) °.. 


He fpends the whole Eleventh Chapter on one 
fimple Queftion, Whether a Lye is beft contra- 
| diéted by Truth, or by another Lye ? The Author 
fays, that, confidering the large Extent of the Cy- 
linarical Surface of the Soul, and the great Pro- 
penfity to believe Lyes in the Generality of Man- 
kind of late Years, he thinks the propereft Con- 
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tradiétjon toa Lye, is another Lye. For Example; 
if it fhould be reported that the Pretender was at 
London, one would not contradict it by faying 
he never was in Englaxd ; but you muft prove by: 
- Eye-witneffes that hecame no farther than Green- 
wich,: and then went back again. Thus if it be 
{pread about that a great Perfon were dying of 
fome Difeafe, you muft not fay the Truth, that 
they are in Health, andnever had fuch a Difeafe, 
but that they are flowly recovering of it. So there, 
was, not long ago, a Gentleman who affirm’d,. 
that the Treaty with France, for bringing in Pope- 
ry. and Slavery into England, was fign’d the 15th 
of September ; to which another anfwer'd very 
judicioufly, not by oppofing Truth to his Lye, 
that there was no fuch, Treaty ; but that, to his 
certain Knowledge, there were. many, Things in 
that; Treaty. not yet adjufted. 


The Account of the Second Volume of this excellent

without which it is impoflible to acquire or pre-+ 
ferve the Friendthip and Efteem of a wife Man 
m who 
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who foon grows weary of acting the Lover and 
treating his Wife like a Miftrefs, but wants a rea- _ 
fonable Companion, and a true Friend, through 
every Stage of his Life. It muft be therefore your 
Bufinefsto qualify your felf for thofeO fices, where- 
in I will not fail to be your Diretor, as long as I 
fhall think you deferve it, by letting you know how 
you are to act, and what you ought to avoid. 


Anp beware of defpifing or neglecting my In- 
ftructions, whereon will depend, not only your 
making a good Figure in the World, but your 
own real Happinefs, as well as that of the Perfon 
who ought to be the deareft to you. 


I muft therefore defire you, in the firft Place, to 
be very flow in changing the modeft Behaviour of 
a Virgin: It is ufual in young Wives, before they 
have been many Weeks marry’d, to affume a bold 
forward Look and manner of talking, as if they 
intended to fignify in all Companies,that they were 
no longer Girls, and confequently that their whole 
Demeanor, before they got a Hufband, was all but 
a Countenance and Conftraint upon their Nature ;

If there is 
any Difference to be made, your Hufband is the 
loweft Perfon in Company, either at Home or 
Abroad, and every Gentleman prefent has a bet- 
ter Claim to all Marks of Civility and Diftinétion 
from you. Conceal your Efteem and Love in 
your own Breaft, and referve your kind Looks 
and Language for private Hours, which are fo 
many in the Four-and-twenty, that they will af- 
ford time to employ a Paffion as exalted asany that 
was ever defcrib’d in a French Romance. 


Upon this Head, I fhould likewife advife you to 
differ in Pra€tice from thofe Ladies who affect 
abundance of Uneafinefs while their Hfbbands are 
abroad, ftart with every Knock at the Door, and 
ring the Bell inceflantly for the Servants to let in 
their Mafter; will not eata Bit at Dinner or Sup- 
per if the Hufband happens to ftay out, and re- 
ceive him at his Return with fucha Medly of Chid- 
ing and Kindnefs, and catechifing him where he 
has been, that a Shrew from Biliing/gate would 
be a more eafy and cligible Companion. 


OF the fame Leaven are thofeWives,who when 
their Hufbands are gone a Journey, muft have a 
Letter every Poft,upon Painof Fits and Hyftericks, 
anda Day muft be fix’d for their return Home, 

: | without 
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without the leaft Allowance for Bufinefs, or Sick- 
nefs, or Accidents, or Weather: Upon which, I ° 
can only fay, that in my Obfervation, thofe Ladies 
who were apt to make the greateft Clutter upon 
fuch Occafions, would liberally have paid a Mef- 
fenzer for bringing them News that their Huf- 
bands had broken their Necks on the Road. 


You will perhaps be offended, when I advife you 
to abate a little of that violent Paffion for fine 
Cloaths, fo predominant in your Sex. It is a little 
hard, that ours, for whofe Sake you wear them, 
are not admitted to be of your Council: I may 
venture toaflure you, that we will make an Abate- 
ment at any time of four Pounds a Yard in a Bro- 
cade,if the Ladies will butallow a fuitable Addition 
of Care in the Cleanlinefs and Sweetnefs of their 
Perfons: For the fatirical Part of Mankind will 
needs believe, that it is not impoflible, to be very 
fine and very filthy; and that the Capacities of a 
Lady are fometimes apt *» fall fhort in cultivating 
Cleanlinefs and Finery together. I fhall only add, 
upon fo tendera Subject, what a pleafantGentleman 
faid concerning a filly Woman of Quality; that no- 
thing could make her fupportable but cutting off 
’ her Head, for his Ears were offended by her 
Tongue, and his Nofe by her Hair and Teeth. 


IT am wholly at a Lofs how to advife you in the . 
‘Choice of Company, which, however, isa Point 
of as great Importance as any in your Life. If 
your general Acquaintance be among Ladies who 
_ are your Equals or Superiors, provided-they have 
nothing 
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‘nothing of what iscommonly called an ill Reputa- 
tion, you think you are fafe; and this, in the Style 
.of theWorld, will pafs for good Company. Where- 
as Iamafraid it will be hard for you to pick out one 
Female Acquaintance in this Town, from whom 
you willnot bein manifeft Danger of contra@ting 
fome Foppery, A ffectation, Vanity, Folly, or Vice. 
Your only fafe Way of converfing with them, is by 
a firm Refolution to proceed in your Praétice and 
Behaviour dire€tly contrary to whatever they fhall 
fay or do: And thisI take to bea good generalRule, 
with very few Exceptions. For Inftance, In the 
Doétrines they ufually deliver to young marry’d. 
Women for managing their Hufbands; their feve- 
ral Accounts of theirown Condu@t in that particu- 
Jar, to recommend it to your Imitation; the Rex 
fle€tions they make upon others of their Sex for 
acting differently; their Dire€tions how to come 
off with Victory upon any Difpute or Quarrel you 
may have with yourHufband; the Arts by which 
you may difcoverand practife upon his weak Sides; 
when to work by Flattery and Infinuation,when to 
melt him with Tears, and when to engage witha 
high Hand. In thefe, anda thoufand other Cafes, 
it will be prudent to retain as many of their Le- 
ctures in your Memory as you can, and then de- 
- termine to aét in full Oppofition to them all. 


I hope your Hufband will interpofe his Autho- 
rity to limit you in the Trade of vifiting: Half 
a Dozen Fools are in all Confcience as many as 
you fhould require; and it will be fufficient for 
you to fee them twice a Year: For I think the 

Fafhion 
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Fafhion does not exact, that Vifits fhould be paid 
to Friends. 


I advife that your Company at Home fhould 
confiftof Men, rather thanWomen. To fay the 
Truth, I never yet knew a tolerable Woman to 
be fond of her own Sex: J confefs, when both 
are mix’d and well chofen, and put their belt 
Qualities forward, there may be an Intercourfe of 
Civility and Good-will ; which, with the Addition 
of fome Degree of Senfe, can make Converfa- 
tion or any Amufement agreeable. Buta Knot 
of Ladies, got together by themfelves, is a very 
School of Impertinence and Detrac¢tion, and it is 
well if thofe be the worft. 


‘Let your Men-acquaintance be of your Huf- 
band’s Choice, and not recommended to you by any 
She-companions ; becaufe they will certainly fix a 
Coxcomb upon you, andit will coft you fome time 
and Pains before vou can arrive at the Knowledge 
of diftinguifhing fuch a one from a Man of Senfe. 


NEVER takea favourite W aiting-maid into your 
Cabinet Council, to entertain you with Hiftories of 
_thofe Ladies whom fhe hath formerly ferv*d, of 
their Diverfions and their Drefles; to infinuate how 
great a Fortune you brought, and how little you 

_are allow’d to fquander ; to appeal-to her from 
~ your Hufband, and to be determin’d by her Judg- 
ment, becaufe you are fure it will be always for 
you; to receive and difcard Servants by her Ap- 
probation or Diflike; to engage you, by her Infi- 

4 nuations, 
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finuations, into Mifunderftandings with your beit 
Friends; to reprefent all Things in falfe Colours, * 
and to be the common Emiflary of Scandal. 


Burt the grand Affair of your Life will be to gain 
and preferve the Friendfhip and Efteem of your 
Hufband. Youare married to a Manof good Edu- 
cation and Learning, of an excellent Underftand- 
ing, andan exact Tafte. It is true, and itis hap- 
py for you, that thefe Qualities in him are adorn’d 
with great Modefty, a moft amiable Sweetnefs of 
Temper, and an unufual Difpofition to Sobriety 
and Virtue: But neither Good-nature nor Virtue 
will fuffer him to efteem you againft shis Jude- 
ment ; andalthough he is not capable of ufing you 
ill, yet you will in Time grow a Thing indiffer-- 
ent; and perhaps contemptible ; unleis you can 
fupply the Lofs of Youth and Beauty with more 
durable Qualities. You have but avery few Years 
to be young and handfome in the Eyes of the 
World; and as few Months to be fo in theEyes 
of a Hufband, who is not aFool ; for I hope you 
do not ftill dream of Charms and Raptures, which 
Marriage ever did, and ever will, put a fudden 
End to. Befides, your’s was a Match of Prudence 
‘and common Good-liking, without any Mixture 
of that ridiculous Paflion, which has no Being 
but in Play-Books and Romances. 


‘You mutt therefore ufe all Endeavoursto attain 
to fome Degree of thofe Accomplifhments which 
_ your Hufband moft values in other People, and for 
Which he is moft yalued himfelf. You muft.im- 
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prove your Mind, by clofely purfuing fuch a Me- 
thod of Study as I fhall direét orapprove of. You 
muft get a Collection of Hiftory and Travels, 
which I will recommend to you, and fpend fome 
Hours every Day in reading them, and making 
Extracts from them, if yourMemory be weak. You 
mutt invite Perfons of Knowledgeand Underftand- 
ing to an Acquaintance with you, by whofe Con- 
_ verfation you may learn to correct your Tafte and 


Judgment ; and when you can bring your felf to 


comprehend and relifh the good Senfe of others, 
you will arrive in time to think rightly your felf, 
and to become a reafonable and agreeable Compa- 
nion. This muft produce in your Hufband a true 
rational Love and Efteem for you, which old Age 
will not diminifh. He will have Regard for your 
Judgment and Opinion in Matters of the greateft 
Weight ; you will be able to entertain each other 
‘withouta third Perfon to relieve you by finding Dif- 
courfe. The Endowments of your Mind will even 
make your Perfon more agreeable to him ; and 
when you are alone, your Time will not lie 
heavy upon your Hands for want of fome trifling 
Amufement. : 


As little Refpe&as I have for the Generality of 
your Sex, it hath fometimes mov’d me with Pity, 
to fee the Lady of the Houfe forced to withdraw 
immediately after Dinner, and this in Families 
where there is not much drinking ; asif it werean 
‘eftablifhed Maxim, that Women are uncapable of 

_all Converfation. Ina Room where both Sexes 
mect, if the Men are difcourling upon any general 
; ° — Subject, 
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Subject, the Ladies never think it their Bufinefsto 
partake in what pafles, but ina feparate Clubenter- 
tain each other with the Price and Choice of Lace 
and Silk,and what Dreffes they liked or difapprov’d 
at the Church or the Play-houfe. And when you 
are among your felves, how naturally, after the firft 
Compliments, do you apply your Hands to each 
others Lappets and Ruffles and Mantua’s, as if 
the whole Bufinefs of your Lives, and the publick 
Concern of the World, depended upon the Cut 
or Colour of your Drefles. As Divines fay, that 
fome People take more Painsto be damned, than it 
would coft them to be faved; fo yourSex employs 
more Thought, Memory, and Application to be 
Fools, than would ferve to make them wife and 
ufeful. When I refleét on this, I cannot conceive 
you to be human Creatures, but a Sort of Species 
hardly a Degree above a Monkey ; whohasmore 
diverting Tricks than any of you ; is an Animal 
lefs mifchievousand expenfive, might in time be 
a tolerable Critick in Velvet and Brocade, and, 
for ought I know, would equally become them. 


I would have you look upon Finery as ane- . 
ceffary-Folly, as all great Ladies did whom I 
have ever known : I donot defire you ta be out 
of the Fafhion, but to be the laft and leaft in it: 
I expect that your Drefs fhall be one Degree 
lower than your Fortune can afford ; andin your 
own Fleart I would with you to be 4n utter Con- 
temner of all DiftinCtions which a finer Petticoat 
can give you; becaufe it will neither make you 
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richer, handfomer, younger, better-natur’d, more 
virtuous, or wife, than if it hung upon a Peg. 


IF you are in Company with Men of Learning, 
tho’ they happen to difcourfe of Arts and Sciences 
out of your Compafs, yet you will gather more Ad- 
vantage by lift’ning to them, than from all the Non- 
fenfe and Frippery of your own Sex ; but if they be 
Men of Breeding as wellas Learning, they will fel- 
dom engage in any Converfation where you ought 
notto bea Hearer, andintimehaveyourPart. If 
they talk of the Manners and Cuftoms of the feveral 
Kingdoms of Europe, of Travels into remoter Na- 
tions, of the State of theirown Country, orof the 
great Men and Adtions of Greeceand Rome; if they 
give their Judgment upon £xgli/h and French Wri- 
ters, either in Verfeor Profe, orof the Nature and 
Limits of Virtue and Vice, it isa Shame for an 
Englif Lady not to relifh fuch Difcourfes, pot to 
improve by them, and endeavour, by Reading 
and Informution, to have her Share in thofe En- 
tertairnnments, rather than turn afide, as itis the 
ufual Cuftom, and confult withthe Woman who 
fits rext her, about a new Cargo of Fans. 

Ir is alittle hard that not one Gentleman’s 
Daughter ina thoufand fhould be brought to read 
or underftand her own natural Tongue, or be judge 
of the eafieft Books that are written in it; asany 
one may find, who can have the Patience to hear 
them, when they are difpos’d to mangle a Play or 
Novel, where the leait Word out of the common 
ded is fure todifconcertthem; and itis no won- 

° der,

der, when they are not fo muchas taucht to fpell 

in their Childhood, nor can ever attain to it in 
their whole Lives. I advife you therefore to read: 
aloud, more or lefs, every Day to your Hufband, 
if he will permit you, or to any other Friend, - 
(but nota Female one) whois ableio fet you right ; 
and as for Spelling, you may compafs it in time by 
making Collections from the Books you read. 


I know very well that thofe whoare commonly 
called Learned Women, have loft all manner of 
Credit by their impertinent Talkativenefsand Con- 
ceitofthemfelves; but there isaneafy Remedy for 
this, if youonceconfider, that after all the Pains 
you may be at, you never carfarrive, in Point of 
Learning, tothe Perfection of aSchool-boy. But 
the Reading 1 would advife you to, is only for Im- 
provement of your own good Senfe, which will 
never fail of being mended by Difcretion. Itisa 
wrong Method, and ill Choice of Books, that. 
makes thofe learned Ladies juft fo much worfe for 
what they haveread. And therefore it fhall be my 
Care to direct you better, a Tafk for whicnI take 
myfelf tobenot ill qualify’d ; becaufe [have fpent. 
more Time, and have had more Opportunities than 
many others, to obferve and difcover from what 
Sources the various Follies of Women are deriv’d. 


Pray obferve how infignificant Things are the 
common Race of Ladies, when they have pafled 
their Youth and Beauty ; how contemptible they 
appear to the Men, and yet morecontemntible to 


the younger Part of their own Sex ; and have no 
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Relief but in pafling their Afternoons in Vifits, 
where they are never acceptable; and their Even- 
Ings at Cards among each other ; while the for- 
mer Part of the Day is fpent in Spleen and En- 
vy, or in vain Endeavours to repair by Art and 
Drefs the Ruine of Time: Whereas I have 
known Ladies at Sixty, to whom all the polite 
Part of the Court and Town paid their Addref- 
fes, without any farther View than that of en- 
joying the Pleafure of their Converfation.

an Earwig, ora Frog. At leaft, if Cowardice bea 
Sign of Cruelty, (as it is generally granted) I can 
hardly think it an Accomplifhment fo defirable as 
to be thought worth improveing by Affectation. 


AND as the fame Virtues equally become both 
Sexes, fo there isno Quality whereby Womenen- 
deayour . 
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deavour to diftinguifh themfelves from Men, for 
which they are not juft fo much the worfe, except 
that only of Refervednefa; which however, as you 
generally manage it, is nothing elfe but Affectation 
or Hypocrify. For as you cannot too much dif- 
countenance thofe of our Sex, who prefume to 
take unbecoming Liberty before you; fo you 
ought to be wholly unconftrain’d in the Compa-_ 
ny of deferving Men, when you have had fuf- 
ficient Experience of their Difcretion. 


Tere isnever wanting in this Town, a Tribe 
of bold, fwaggering, rattling Ladies, whofe Ta- 
lents pafs among Coxcombs for Wit and Hu- 


_mour; their Excellency lies in rude choquing 


Expreflions, and what they call running a Man 
down. If a Gentleman in their Company hap- 
pens to have any Blemith in. his Birth ar Perfon, 
if any Misfortung hath befallen his Family or 
himfelf, for which he isafham’d, they will be fure 


to give him broad Hints of it without any Pro- | 


vocation. J would recommend you to the Ac- 
quaintance of a common Proftitute, rather than to 
that of fuch Termagants as thefe. Ihave often 
thought that no Man is oblig’d to fuppofe fuch 
Creatures to be Women ; but to treat. them like 
infolent Rafcals difguis’d in Female Habits, who 


ought to be ftript and kick’d down Stairs.
